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How Salv ationist s Pioneer 

Some -Interesting Facts Concerning the Pioneer Work of "fhe Army, by Commissioner Raifton, 

Himself Our Foremost Pioneer. 





^IgiFTEK having officially pioneered in several of the largest 
countries outside Greni Br ta'n in which we are now fight- 
ing, and in others which we are looking forward to occupy- 
ing; I am able to testify that much of the real pioneer work 
m2hj has everywhere been done mostly by Soldiers, acting without 
human ordeu other than the general ones we give i.o everybody we win, 
to go "full si-?am ahead'' wherever there are people who are not reached 
by the Gosjjrj. And almost all our work still, even in th's great Lon- 
don, include? pioneering, for the Sergeant-Major of our Fourth (hime- 
house) Corps told me last uighi, that he had sold out all his stock of our 
.publications ■whilst visiting the public-houses in. his d'strict, and where he 
had found ni~ii from foreign lands who had never seen a Salvaionist lie- 
fore. We marched a' Russian anarchist hi our procession to the Hall, 
and i.o the penitent form— notwithstanding his very scanty English. He 
ruay yet be useful in pioneering work in Irs own Empire, as may also the 
Germans aiiu Scandinavians in parts of their own conutr'es not yet 
reached by m; or the Chinamen, Lascars, Africans, and Avails' to whom 
the same Carps and the third (Poplar) minister at the East India Docks 
from week to week. , 

A French-Canadian Pioneer. 

Eut perhaps the most remarkable pioneering of recent, times has been 
that which is still in progress in the great French city of Rheims, where 
we might have hesitated (knowing what cathedral cities generally, alas! 
are) to plant our standard for some time. To that city, by no planning 
of ours, there went ,a soldier of the French National Army, who had. 
been saved in our French Corps in Montreal, Canada. Not having fulfilled 
his military duty to his country, he felt, after he was saved, that he 
must give himself up to the authorities; and they, instead of imprisoning 
him, as they m'ghf have done, had the' sense to. let. him, though years late, 
do the needed time in the garrison there. 

Another French soldier, saved. 'in "a meeting in Belg-iunt, had secured 
work in Rheirus, whilst a former sister Officer had also settled there. 
Tnese three, knowing that we had no Corps in the city, and none of them 
having any idea of the presence o£ the others, decided to attend the 
most evangelistic-like services they could find. There they discovered 
c-ach other simply by noticing their manner of singing and praying, which 
to any Salvationist is like a Freemason's sign,' in any language. We all 
get so accustomed to sing and pray in a way the world generally does noi 
(ike, because we ignore all their fashions and their arts. 

But, when the three knew each other, they nt once arranged for little 
gatherings, invited our French leader to come from Paris to conduct a 
large meeting, have already -raised their first dozen recruits, and are, by the 
sale of our "En Avant," and any other means they can, preparing the way 
for the commencement of regular work as soon <us Officers can be sent. 

A marr'ed man with two children, emigrated from British Guiana' to 
Antigua', held some meetings, gathered some converts together, per- 
suaded our Leader in those parts to send in some Officers, with the re- 
sult that we can now assemble one thousand hearers i n the market-place 
of St. John's on special occasions. , 

A "rum-card"— Oh the havoc runt plays in the West Indies!— was 
saved in one town of Barbados, ana walked miles to another, where he 
held outdoor meetings himself, which resulted in the formal iou of a 
regular Corps. 

Navvies Pioneer in Panama. 

The Sergeant Major of another Wesi Indian Corps went off 10 another 
town, and not only raised thirty or foivy converts, whom he made inlo 
Soldiers, but built a humble Hall capable of sealing one hundred people, at 
a cost of -about $125.00 Our West Indian Halls consist, in the country 
tl'atricts, of p'llar-supported roors, under' which there are camp-meet ing- 
like seats; and, as there is generally some open space around the open 
sides, great numbers can listen without sifting down; so that the value of 
one such place m far beyond its mere sealing capacity. 

The extension to, and ra'sing up of a Corps in, Sierra Leone, West 
Africa, was by some soldiers of a, Wesl India regiment who belong to us, 
and who made quite a good Corps, though having no Officer to lead them. 
As a reservist, an ex-soldier, of one of those regiments is now heing trained 
in one of our West Ind'an Institutions, we may hope that West ACr'ea 
may not much loDger remain out of our list. of actual battlefields., 

The beginning of our now very fully recognised and useful work in 
Panama and Costa Rica was made by some simple navvies employed on 
the Panama Canal. It. is, so far, an almost, entirely English-speaking 
War! but in our Colonial Social Inst'tnt.'ons we are .able to help "all 
sorts," and Americans and Spanish-speaking Republicans, brought down to 
the lowest level by drinking, gambling, or illness, will yet, in their turn. 
By God's grace, be p'oneermg eke- mt * r -. .-^

manages one Institution, concluded

from the wolfish way in which a man who came, was eating Lis food, that, 
he was particularly famished. Me had managed a sugar estate at one 
tine, but had sunk to the lowest dcpMis through drink. The Officer was 
himself away at the time, so she sent the visitor to the bath, begged 
new clothes for him, and then insisted on It's be'ng shaved, and forced 
an unwilling inmate of the Home to do the job, by threatening other- 
wise to do it herself! She then secured hint a situation, and he, like 
many of the students and others- from America, who sink to the canal 
work and then come under om- influence, will doubtless become yet a 
pioneer for us elsewhere, strong in all the hardihood and resource of the 
"pioneers of civilisation and progress," who mwe value when they get 
down to nie "clisgraee-io-thelr-country" level. 

We know how fast such men can be elevated by the power of God, 
and in "new countries," where university-schooled "gentlemen" in broad- 
cloth cannot find so much scope to slander ns in "superior organs of the 
Press" as in Europe, nohody ! s able to block our progress by silly quibbles, 
as to the mixture of the social and the religious work, or the extent to 
which we regard or trample upon "the rules of the trade" in saving 
starving men. 

A touching picture of his pioneer days In Whitecbapel,' 
us by The General wlrlst addressing his Officers in Loudon, 
tion with his Eightieth Birthday Celebrations, only too expressive though 
it be of the anguish constantly borne for want of money by pioneers especi- 
ally who have no means to hire large enough meeting places. 

He reminded us of the time when the tent in which he preached had 
been blown down, and he found himself, with the few helpers he had then 
gathered around him, in the streets, and shelterless. "You can under- 
stand," said he, "what a palace the seatless dancing-room seemed to us 
to be, and how willingly the Converts used to carry the tent seats there 
every Sunday morning, and away again after meeting every Sunday night. 
And, Oh, what a paradise the Limehouse penny gaff, that cellar-place 
which we were able to rent altogether, then appeared to be. And even 
after seven or eight years' hard toiling, the nicest Hall we had was a 
covered skittle-alley that would seat 250 to 300 ■ peopleT'V.^ ^w-~-"'~"' 

A General capable of such pioneer work, amidst the huge masses of 
Fast. London, might well be enabled by God's grace to raise an Army 
whose Soldiers should be ready to go and do likewise all round the world. - 
God help us to do our pioneering faster in the future than we have ever 
done it in the past! - ,

It. is inevitable that in any description of our Soldiers their abandon- 
ment of drink' and drinking-hottses should he cont'nually referred to, for 
everybody knows how terribly general is the drink-curse in all lands,. In 
fact, we might almost ask where the home or family is that has not felt

When "our War began, many people thought it "extreme" to advocate 
abst'.nence, except, perhaps, to the habitual drunkard. A bishop could 
dare to declare his preference to see his country remain as drunken as 
he knew it to be. rather than have men pledged never to touch intlxicauts. 
Th's, in a country where drink claims, bishops now say, 60,000 victims 
g^"-nvdv! 

Thank God for the progress of decency, manliness, and common sense, 
s'nee those shameful days. The Salvation Army has, we believe, not 
only helped millions of ind'viduals to abandon the drink for the sake of 
marching lo the relief of others, but has greatly helped to sweep such 
folly out of the intelligent circles in every land. For we ~ have never 
favoured a selfish or self-righteous teetotal'sm, but a determined fight, 
against ihe dr'nk for the good of everybody, especially the publicans and 
I heir families. We have refused, indeed, to have anything to do with 
political parties and their use of th's great cause as a ladder for selfish 
climbing'; but in every country, without a query or. a murmur, our people 
have, from their first step towards God and Heaven, felt that they must 
leave intoxicants lor over behind with the devil, whose purposes they so 
admirably served. 

On the Continent, of Europe, ard in the Par .East, the people are 
plagued w'-th drinks even more terrible than beef; but: God has given 
• us the victory over abs'nthe, morphia, schnaps, olvodki, champagne, hol- 
landsch, as well as over brandy, opium,, kafir 'beer, rum, whisky, and ..the 
deadly spirits used in trades, and yet drunk by poor workmen. How, 
indeed, could we -licrpe^to help the drunkards, if any of our people were 
allowed or w'shed, indeed, to dabble with the dr'nk? Think of the wo- 
men who sink on until the police have to gather tuejn up in the street, 
and carry or trundle them away, utterly helpless.

Shortly.. ;;flw tlr's ~sad event, the

He travelled in an old 
coasting vessel, and, in due time, 
landed on what, is commonly known 
as Ogilvie's, Breakwater on the shore 
of the Bay of Fundy. Farm, life on. 
the old Ogilv;.':e homestead was- ""quite 
a sudden change from the . noisy. d'n 
and confusou of the busy American 
c'ty, but in this quiet.' and happy 
home, young Ogilvie. came under, the 
'influence of a godly uncle, who had 
; erected th e family altar, and; the lad 
soon became a member of the Baptist 
Church.- 

At the;' age . of sixteen- he "became 
possessed with a great desire to re- 
turn to h'*s native: city, and set but, 
therefore, determined to earn h'te 
livelihood there. Seeing an adver- 
tisement for young nieii to work as 
messengers for the Postal Telegraph 
■Company, he answered it, and after 
answering satisfactorily a few ques- 
tions which were put to him by the 
Superintendent, he was sent to he 
measured for a suit of un'form. He 
now started work as a messenger, 
and w'th a v>w to betterng his p<J§t> 
lion later on, studied hard after work- 
ing hours to qualify as % telegraph 
operator Six months later he gained 
a reward for his dil gence bv securing 
the coveted position. IBs salary was 
sl'll very small, however, ana be was 
always on the lookout for .a. chance 
to better himself fmanc'ally. 

Tn 1S9B a strike occurred on the 
C. P. R„ and the Company advertised 
for extra telegraph operators, offering 
bigh wages as an inducement. Ogii- 
v'e thought he saw his opportunity, 
and travelled to Montreal, where he 
was given the option of proceeding 
.-to Lachuie Que., as telegraph opera- 
tor. He decided to go, but found ho 
had taken on a r'sky jab, .Cor angry 
mobs daily surrounded the "stat'ou for 
three weeks, threatening to far and 
feather him if he dared 10 venture 
outside. Then the strike was de- 
clared off, and he had to seek another 
job. 

Next year found b ; m in Annapol's, 
N. S., and i.t was at this place that he 
first attended an Army meeting. 
Major (now Lleut.-Colonel) Puguidre 
was specialising there at. the time, and 
through him a great admiration for 
The Army and Its methods was 
aroused in young Ogilvie. 



The next Officer lie met was Ensign

an American institution for the blind, 
75 per cent, of blind people become 
blind after they are 21 years of age. 
The problem they then have to face 
is what to do for a living. One weak 
point about most blind schools is that 
they are only for the young, and do 
not seek to teach those who go bind 
in mature years means by which, they, 
may earn their livelihood. This sub- 
ject is receiving more attention now, 
however, and. the result of adequate 
education for the blind can be found.'

Funeral of Mr. George Gladstone, at 
Have, England. 

MR. BRAMWELL BOOTH'S MES- 
SAGE. . 

To he buried under the Colours, 
and with, the Colours was a crown- 
ing episode in the long Salvation 
career of our beloved comrade, Mr. 
George Gladstone, of Hove. 

Colonel Wbatmore, the Field Sec- 
retary, conducted the funeral, which 
Mr. Gladstone directed in his -will 
should be carr'ed out by The Array;- 
Lieut-Colonel Mary Tail;, from Inter- 
national Headquarters, and Brigadier 
Wood, the Divisional Commander, 
took part; and a number of leading 
personages, relatives and represent- 
atives, were present. 

Not only was our comrade honoured 
in hr's life as a Salvationist, but his 
high intellectual '.. attainments and 
strong public spirit, brought him into 
prominence as an educational '1st, and 
he was for many years chairman of 
the Hove School Board. 

Keenly interested in scientific 
matters, lie was elected a Fellow of 
the Chemical Society, and he was be- 
sides a Fellow and one o£ the oldest 
members of the Royal Geographical 
Soctety. He was also one of the 
oldest members of the British Asso- 
ciation, whose 'annual meetings lie 
had attended for forty years. 
Buried With the Flag. 

Colonel Whatmore, at the graveside, 
said that, although h's acquaintance 
with Mr. Gladstone was only a casual 
one, he loved the little that he knew 
of him. He was a very humble man, 
and his attainments never raised him 
in spirit above commonplace Salva- 
tionists. 

Mr. Gladstone (said the Colonel) 
stood by The Army through evil re- 
port, and hanging draped over h's 
bed he had for twelve years had a' 
Salvation Army Flag. That -was 
bur'ed with him tin his coffin his cold 
hand was holding the colours he loved 
so well. It was not sentiment that 
caused him to have that Flag draped 
jpyejc. his bed; to liltn : i^ was an em- 
idem of the pries'" pie's /ever dear to 
him, the principles of righteousness, 
purity, ana service. . 

The General and Mr. BramweM 
Booth (the Ch'iet of the Staff) would 
like to have been with them at the 
graveside. They were not able to be, 
hut Mr. Br.amwell Booth's message 
was: — 

"Assure them not only of my own 
sorrow, but of The General's. Tell 
them how we valued Mr. Gladstone 
in life and loved him for his faith 
and his. steadfastness, and- how The 
General and I will strive to be like 
him on earth and to be with him in 
Heaven." 

The Rev. F. B. Meyer, who is a 
nephew oj Mr. Gladstone, spoke at 
a short service at the residence in 
Denmark Vjllas, of our comrade's 
simplicity of character, and said he 
would worship God In any place, un- 
der any. form, like all who loved Him 
fervently; and while he could rise to 
the highest intellectual thought on 
the one hand, he was warm laud 
tender to all who loved Jesus Christ 
on the other hand. That was a rare 
enough combination, Somet'mes in- 
tellectuality meant arrogance, and 
sometimes,' simplicity of .heart meant 
absence of culture; but in Mr. Glad- 
. ' stone's case there was a fine blend 
. of the highest intellectual culture 
and the sweetest and tenderest and 
purest heart. They might well say 
of h;m, "Blessed are the pure in

A pitiable story of drink and desti 
tution was revealed at Montreal re- 
cently. Some time ago two lU'tlo 
boys, one seven and the other ten 
yearg of age, were found wandering, 
hungry and homeless, on Ontario 
Street. They wer e found to be two 
of the seven children in the O'Commll 
family. After considerable search 
the parents wero found, but they had 
just been turned out of the-'r "home," 
and were absolutely on the street and 
unable to provide shelter for their 
family. 

An officer of the Charity Organ •'ca- 
tion Society stated that the father 
drank almost constanuy, and could 
not hold any situation. Recorder 
Weir sentenced the man to nix months 
in the Jail and the woimin to four. 
He said there was an old statute that: 
he would like to invoke that gave. the 
prison atithorit'e.s power to employ 
certain prisoners .and apply their 
earnings towards the support of those 
dependent upon them. Mr. kefebvre, 
Clerk of the Court, remarked that. 
this law existed only in theory, ;mcl 
ltnd never been put in operation. Bis 
Honor requested Mr. liefebvre to 
communicate with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's Department, intimating that 
this was only one Of many instances 
coming before the Court, a,nd that it 
migat be desirable to take steps to 
make the law effective.

Here and there in the 
th'ck growth ■" of green weed were 
boob : es squatting- on isolated nes;s. 
No sooner had I gotten close to the 
rabihorcados tha.ii t m-ade sure they 
were the tar-famed frigate pelicans, 
or man-of-wia.r birds. 

"By rushing into a flock of rabihor- 
cados I succeeded several times in 
catching . one in my hands. ' And 
spreading 't out, I made, guesses as 
to w'dth from tip to tip of ' wings 
None were under: seven feet; one 
measured all oE eight. They made no 
strenuous resistance, and regarded 
me with cold eyes. 

"A shout from Manuel, my Indian

• It is announced that the 'Govern- 
ment. -intends to start work on this 
railway durng the fall. 

The route is a comparatively easy 
one for cons'; ruction purposes, and 
will open up a, vast district, rich in 
agricultural lands, minerals, and tim- 
ber. The l'ne is to he a Government, 
owned affair, and will be operated by 
the Government, but all companies 
so desiring, will be allowed running- 
rates on application.
